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Whittling It Down 


When the February refunding opera- 
tion has been completed, Edmonton's 
bonded debt will have been reduced more 
than $10,000,000 in seven years, and a bank 
overdraft of more than $2,000,000 also paid 
off. 

There has been a reduction in each of 
these years, and the reductions have in- 
creased yearly in amount, The position will 
be, when the February refinancing has 
been finished, that the total debt will have 
fallen from around $32,000,000 to approxi- 
mately $18,000,000, 

This obviously is cutting down the 
municipal liabilities at a good rate. War con- 
ditions have helped in two directions. Civic 
revenue has been high, and scarcity of labor 
and materials enforced the curtailment af 
expenditure, And, as good sometimes comes 
out of evil, perhaps the fact that the Fortin 
plan extended the debenture debt rather 
than reduce interest rates, may have stim- 
ulated the urge to whittle down the prin- 
cipal as fast as possible. 

As the result of having to live within 
its income, and of refunding, Edmonton is 
working into a position in which the debt 
charges will be a comparatively light drain 
on revenue. That is to Say, tax-money can 
be spent more largely in the making of im- 
provements than has been possible for 
many years. There is an encouraging pros- 
pect that borrowing will never be necessary 
in future, unless to finance some particu-

Early this week the count of prisoners 
captured on the western front stood at 
691, 989, and the figure now is probably 
beyond the 700,000 mark. Since the enemy 
has been fighting savagely most of the 
time since D-day his losses in killed and 
wounded must run to a similar total. If so, 
there are about 1,500,000 fewer Nazis in the 
western theatre and in the reserves than 
there were six months ago, 

Of the eight Allied armies engaged, only 
two captured more prisoners than the Can- 
adian First army. The logic of things is 
that the Canadians caused the enemy a cor- 
responding number of casualties. There are 
no recorded instances of enemy forces hav- 
ing surrendered to them in large numbers 
without a fight, or having given up more 
readily than on other sectors, 

On their present basis of organization, 
the prisoners taken represent the equivalent 
of 69 German divisions. If the casualties 
have been as numerous, about 140 enemy 
divisions have been destroyed in the west 
since June 6th. 

This loss of manpower has taken place 
in a new theatre, and means an acceleration 
of the rate of enemy losses on all fronts. 
The time has gone when it was only wish- 
ful thinking to suppose that Hitler was 
running short of reinforcements, That has 
now become a mathematical certainty.

Hard Wood From Soft 


As a result of wartime research, one of 
Canada’s great chemical concerns an- 
nounces the discovery of a substance known 
as Arboneeld, useful in treating wood by a 
new process. 

Wood, it is said, is transmuted by im- 
pregnating it with Arboneeld to impart to 
it entirely new properties and characteris- 
tics. The process, which was announced 
last April, makes soft woods hard, hard 
woods harder, minimizes their tendency to 
swell, shrink or warp, and improves their 
durability and strength. 

As a result, the process is expected to 
bring many improvements, such as wood 
products of greater beauty in their natural 
colors; wood products that will last longer, 
wear and scar less; wood with pleasing new 
colors, not only on the surface but all 
through the product; drawers and doors 
that have less tendency to stick in damp 
weather; wood more resistant to surface 
damage and easier to repair; and greater 
prosperity for many wood-growing Sections 
of the Dominion 

The process, it is claimed, will enable 
manufacturers to use plentiful, low-cost 
woods instead of scarce, costlier varieties; 
and besides will bring construction econ- 
omies through the use of wood of greater 
strength and stiffness. 

This is news of particular interest in 
central and northern Alberta. If Arboneeld 
makes good the promise of the discoverers, 
a poplar “bluff” will take on new use and

The Allied offensive, the radiomen tell 
their hearers, has “not yet reached its 
peak,” has projected ‘mammoth battles of 
material,” may well place the German 
forces “in a precarious position,” for it 1s 
doubtful if these can withstand “the onrush 
of packed power.” 

This is strange language to come from 
the radios which a while ago were spurring 
the faithful on to triumph by telling them 
Russia was already beaten and the West 
Wall impregnable. The change has certain- 
ly not come about because of Nazi love of 
truth. 

It is a wonder that Himmler does not 
clap Goebbels and his broadcasters into 
jail. Perhaps the reason is that while 
Himmler controls the gestapo the General 
Staff controls the army and the radio, and 
can set him at defiance. In any case, who- 
ever is behind the talk seems to have ac- 
cepted defeat as inevitable, and is only con- 
cerned in making Allied victory so costly 
that the Allies might concede a negotiated 
peace rather than pay the price. 


It is a short despatch, but it signifies a 
good deal; London, Nov. 16—Beginning 
Dec. 10th the Ministry of Food will allo- 
cate raw materials for ice cream, which 
Britons have not eaten since 1942.

Further consideration was given 
to a submission from Calgary 
branch of the Engineering Institute 
of Canada asking that arrangements 
be made to offer first-year engi 
neering courses in that city. It was 
recommended that this be consid 
ered favorably, when courses of the 
proposed Calgary branch of the 
university are being established in 
post-war years 

A submission from the Alberta 
Federation of Home and School 
Associations asked that university 
entrance requirements be brought 
into line with the broadened cur 
riculum of the secondary schools 
of the province. Since this is an 
old problem which appears not to 
have been adjusted anywhere, ow 
ing to the divergent interests and 
aims of secondary and higher 
education, it was suggested that 
an effort might be made to solve 
it in this province through the 
agency of a joint committee re 
presentative of botn tne secondary 
schools and the university. 


STUDENT GUIDANCE 


Another recommendation by the 
Vederation was that two persons, a 
man and a woman, be appointed to 


give guidance to students during 


their first university year. It was 
pointed out that a system of guid- 
ance had been in effect during the 
Jast 25 years and was being con- 
stantly strengthened Not only 
were there this year two such per- 
sons with special training in stu- 


dent. guidance, but they were sup- 


poried by 30 other carefully select- 
ed consultants to first year stu 
dents 


A letter from Arthur E. Jones, 


Edmonton, stressed the importance 
of maintaining the university as an 
institution serving all the people 
of the province, and also of giving 
more careful guidance to students 
to insure that each followed a really 
significant program rather than an 
aimless group of courses. It was 
reported that committees in the 
university were now actively at 
work on both of these questions 


The report of the committee on 
extension led to further discuss- 
ion of the role of the University 
in serving all the people of the 
province. The university pioneer- 
ed in extension services of many 
kinds, but the rapid growth of 
these services in recent years 
through provincial government 
departments and the provincial 
council on adult education makes 
it necessary to re-examine the 
question of what part the univer- 
sity can best fill in the whole pic- 
ture. The committee to continue 
its work and bring in a further 
report with recommendations to 
the next meeting. 


FRATERNITY EXTENSION 


Dr. J. M. MackKachran, provost 


of the university, reported on be- 
half of the committees on fraterni- 
ties and student affairs Applica. 
tion from a professional group to 


tablish a fraternity led to some 


discussion as to the inadvisability 


of encouraging students to organize 
socially by professional groups 
rather than by groups representa- 


tive of all professions. There was 
the further question as to whether 
here were not already enough fra- 


nities, having regard to the size 
f the student body, since it ap 


peared that some of the fraternities 
were finding difficulty in securing 
enough members to maintain then 
houses It was decided to take no 
action at Jeast until after the war. 
The budget of the students’ union 
for 1944-45, which came in as a 
part of the report of the committee 
on student affairs, was approved.
